Washington, Aug. 27.—After mud 


cloakroom uegoti:%iou, senate leaders 
said the prohibition supporters hat 
agreed to fix July 1, 1019, instead of 
January 1, of next year, as the date 
Avhen war-time national 
prohibition 


would be come effective. 


Although some of the bill's oppo- 


nents were demanding a longer exten- 
sion, representutives of both factions 
said it appeared probable that July 
1 finally would be agreed to. 


The prohibition bill was sidetrack- 


ed temporarily in the senate in favor 
of the man power legislation and also 
to give timo for the negotiations be- 
tween the opposing factions. 


Senator Sheppard, Democrat, Texas, 


manager of the prohibition bill, assert- 
ed that the president did not object 
to action by congress on the legisla- 
tion, but discussed extending the ef- 
fective date of the restrictions. 


Additional tone, the president was 


said to feel, should be given many 
interests Involved in the liquor busi- 
ness to close up their affairs, including 
banks holding bonded warehouse cer- 
tificates. 


That time also .should be afforded 


for social'adjustment was said to have 
been suggested by the president. 


The new date, it was said, woxild not 


interfere with government revenue 
collections ou liquor for the fiscal 
year and thus avoid redrafting the 
war revenue bill, which is based on 
estimated returns of about $900,000,- 
000 from intoxicants.

Senator Sheppard said the bill's pas 


sage is certain, but that prohibition of 
advocattes undoubtedly would agree to 
some extension of time. 


Confidence that an agreement be- 


tween the two Semite factions on the 
time limit would be reached and pave 
the way for passage of the bill late 
this week with comparatively brief 
and perfunctory opposition was ex- 
pressed by-prohibition champions. 


According to Senator Sheppard, the 


bill's opponents concede its passage 
and the only question at issue now 
is the time when it will become effec- 
tive.

IN JULY IS REPORT 


Senate Compromise likely on 


War ProiM oa 


Washington, Aug. 27.—After much 
cloakroom nogoth*ion, senate leaders 
said the prohibition supporters had 
agreed to fix July 1, 1010, instead of 
January 1, of next year, as thvj date 
when war-time national prohibition 
would be come effective. 
Although some of the bill’s oppo­ 
nents were demanding a longer exten­ 
sion, representatives of both factions 
said It appeared probable that July 
1 finally would be agreed to. 
The prohibition bill was sidetrack­ 
ed temporarily in the senate in favor 
of the man power legislation and also 
to give time for the negotiations be­ 
tween the opposing factions. 
Senator Sheppard, Democrat, Texas, 
manager of the prohibition bill, assert­ 
ed that the president did not object 
to action by congress on the legisla­ 
tion, but discussed extending the ef­ 
fective date of the restrictions. 
Additional t>me, the president was 
said to feel, should be given many 
interests involved in the liquor busi­ 
ness to close up their affairs, including 
banks holding bonded warehouse cer­ 
tificates. 
That time also should be afforded 
for soclahadjustment was said to have 
been suggested by the president. 
The new date, it was said, would not 
interfere with government revenue 
collections on liquor for the fiscal 
year and thus avoid redrafting the 
war revenue bill, which Is based on 
estimated returns of about §000,000,- 
000 from intoxicants.

Senator Sheppard said the bill’s pfts* 
sage Is certain, btit that prohibition of 
advocates undoubtedly would agree to 
some extension of time. 
Confidence that an agreement be­ 
tween the two senate factions on the 
time limit wrould be reached and pave 
the >vay for passage of the bill late 
this week with comparatively brief 
and perfunctory opposition was ex­ 
pressed by-prohibition champions.

WORK OR FIGHT IN 
MAN-P0WER BILL 


Senate Committee M is Fea­ 


ture to the let. 


Washington, Aug. 27.—A clear track 
was given in tho senate to the man 
power bill, passed Saturday by the 
house, broadening the army draft ag# 
limits to eighteen and forty-five years. 
When the senate convened under a 
long-stalling agreement to take up 
war time prohibition, Senator Shep­ 
pard, Democrat, Texas, prohibition ad- 
vocatt\ moved to temporarily lay that 
measure aside. 
Tc was agreed to, and the debate on 
amendments to the man power bill 
was resumed. 
To expedite and simplify procedure, 
tho house bill was substituted for the 
draft which has been pending in the 
senate. 
The senate military atYalrs 
committee met before the senate con­ 
vened and reported the house bill with 
minor amendments, after adding {he 
senate 
amendments, 
including 
the 
“work or tightM proposal. 
The senate committee struck out the 
amendment of Representative Tread­ 
way, 
Republican, 
Massachusetts, 
adopted by the house, providing for 
appointment of special examiners by 
the provost marshal general to rc-clas- 
sifv 'men in existing deferred classes. 
This 
amendment, 
the 
committee 
agreed, would cripple authority of 
state draft hoards and is unnecessary 
because General Crowder already has 
power* to make any re-classliicatlon 
desirable. 
P»y a vote of 53 to 13, the senate 
also accepted the committee amend­ 
ment presented by Senator Reed, of 
Missouri, providing for the education 
after the war at government expense 
of boys under twenty-one years of age 
who either enlist or are drafted into 
the military service or navH service 
provided it does not exceed two years. 
Senator Smoot, Republican, Utah, 
objected that no acceptable plan had 
been worked out and no cost estimate 
given. 
Senator Borah, Republican, Idaho, 
replied it was not a question of dollar» 
and cents; that the government could 
not make a better Investment and that 
the boys were entitled to the educa­ 
tion because they would be fighting 
when they otherwise 
would 
be 
In 
school. 
After attempts to modify It had fail­ 
ed, the senate accepted without a rec­ 
ord vote the committee amendment 
providing that the wife of a soldier or 
sailor shall not be disqualified for any 
position under the government because 
she Is married. 
Another 
committee 
amendment 
adopted provides 
that 
men 
under 
twenty-one years shall not be denied 
commissions or entrance to officers’ 
training camps because of their youth. 
An amendment by Senator Smith, 
Democrat, Georgia, providing for tho 
purchase from the government at cost 
by army, navy and marine corps offi­ 
cers of their uniforms and equipment, 
was adopted. 
When debate began on fhe wrork or 
fight amendment, written Into the hill 
by the committee, Senator Cummins, 
Republican, Iowa, offered a proviso 
that fhe amendment should not be op­ 
erative where strikers agree to abide 
by decisions of the w*ar labor board. 
In order that th# registration of 
men between the ages of eighteen nnd 
twenty-one and thirty-one and forty- 
five may be held within ten days after 
the man power bill has been made a. 
law by the president's signature. Pro*

Qas Made From Straw. 
The production of fuel and lighting 
gas ftora straw is now made possible 
by a Canadian invention. 
This pro­ 
ducer, which is designed for individual 
farm use, offers a practical means for 
utilizing the vast quantities of straw 
that now go to waste on the Western 
plains. 
The gas is made in a retort equipped 
with three cylinders, each of which 
molds a bale of straw seven feet 
long, two feet wide, and six inches 
thick. 
> 
After filling and closing these cham­ 
bers, a straw or gas fire is lighted 
under them and allowed to burn 30 
or 40 minutes. 
One firing with wheat, 
oat, barley, or flax straw in this man­ 
ner produces 1,200 cubic feet of gas, 
having fuel value of 400 B. t. u. About 
12,000 cubic feet of gas can usu­ 
ally be generated from one ton of 
straw, and in addition six to eight gal­ 
lons of tar and 640 pounds of carbon, 
from which lampblack can be ob­ 
tained.—Popular 
Mechanics 
Maga­ 
zine. 


Origin of “Doughboy.” 
A phrase, strictly American in its 
modern usage, is that of “doughboy” 
as applied to an American soldier. An 
American infantry soldier recently ex­ 
plained the origin of the term to the 
correspondent in Paris of the London 
Times after this fashion: “In the Qiv- 
il war a great number of federal troops 
were waiting for uniforms, which were 
'made but lacked buttons. 
So great 
was the hurry that eventually the men 
went round the houses in the towrn and 
collected buttons off the women’s cloth­ 
ing.

Youths Are Developing Into Poul­ 
try Experts Under Guidance 
of Specialists. 


CLUBS IN VARIOUS STATES 


From Small 
Beginning Organization 
Has Developed to Include Eleven 
Commonwealths— Results Ob­ 
tained by Members. 


Thousands of girls and boys of the 
United 
States have enlisted 
with 
Uncle Sam as poultry raisers. 
The 
bureau of animal industry, United 
States department of agriculture, co­ 
operates with many state agricultural 
colleges to assist juvenile farmers in 
poultry husbandry. 
The girls and boys of today who 
show an interest in better poultry hus­ 
bandry by becoming successful mem­ 
bers of the poultry clubs will be our 
breeders, fanciers and poultry pro­ 
ducers of tomorrow. The splendid de­ 
velopment of poultry clubs marks this 
line of work as one of the most im­ 
portant in the poultry office of the 
bureau of animal Industry, United 
states department of agriculture. 
Started in Small Way. 
Poultry club work was started in 
Virginia in 1912 with 11 clubs and 150 
members. From this small beginning 
an organization has developed to in­ 
clude 11 states with 1,010 clubs in 300 
counties and a membership of about 
15,000 energetic boys and girls. 
Suc­ 
cessful results have encouragcd still 
other states through the Smith-Lever 
fund to carry on work of a Similar na­ 
ture In co-operation with the bureau 
or animal industry, but this club his­ 
tory covers only the states In which 
a poultry specialist assigned to each 
state has supervision of the work, and 
furnishes the subject matter to carry 
it on. * The organized states are: Vir­ 
ginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Tennessee, Kentucky, Okla­ 
homa, Kansas, Washington, Massachu­ 
setts and 
Rhode Island. 
Several 
new states have requested the as­ 
sistance of a specialist in their poul­ 
try club efforts for the coming year. 
Educational Features. 
Girls and boys are assisted Jn their 
work by local school teachers, county 
farm agents and county home demon­ 
strators. Many of the members live 
in the country, and help in the intro­ 
duction of standard-bred stock, im­ 
provement of housing and feeding 
methods nnd* marketing conditions. 
Other members who live in towns 
maintain 
backyard 
poultry 
plants, 
and all aid materially Jn the produc­ 
tion of poultry and eggs. 
Poultry clubs have their educational 
feature and are curried on so that the 
boys and girls have an opportunity to 
learn simple business methods. Club | 
members study poultry bulletins fur- ! 
nished by the state nnd government, 
and subject matter prepared by the 
specialist. 
The members write com­ 
positions on poultry management as a 
part of their work. 
Each member 
keeps a record, or business account, 
showing accurate figures on expendi­ 
tures, receipts and profits, number of 
eggs set, number of chickens raised, 
etc. 
Results Obtained. 
During the year 1017 these boy and 
girl 
club aambers hatched 9S.273 
chicks, and raised 80,310 matured 
fowls. Over $17,908.25 worth of poul­ 
try and eggs for market and breeding 
purposes were sold or consumed at 
home and the total value of thejr re­ 
ceipts, stock on hand, and prizes >von 
amounted .to $41,312.42. In addition to 
the exhibits of fowls and eggs made 
at county fairs and other poultry 


shows, these poultry club members are 
now demonstrating in many instruiras 
their ability 
judge poultry and to 
carry on the various phases of poul­ 
try work such as setting hens, operat­ 
ing an incubator, preserving eggs, 
caponizing cockerels, killing and dress­ 
ing fowls for market. There were lot 
exhibits held where 024 members ex~ 
bib?ted G,2S0 birds and 320 dozens of 
eggs. The total value of special and 
cash prizes awarded to the members 
making these exhibits amounted to 
$3,000.75. 
Features oi Work. 
Another feature of poultry club work 
that has been inaugurated is that of 
holding short courses at various state 
schools and colleges for the benefit of 
poultry club members who have made 
a good showing in their work. On such 
occasions members are sent to one of 
the state schools with all expenses 
paid and there given a course of in­ 
struction in poultry. Such courses not 
only provide a valuable course of in­ 
struction, but promote the various 
forms of amusement in a more favor­ 
able attitude toward education and 
what the social side of farm life can 
be made to be. Another feature that 
is being taken up is poultry manage­ 
ment contests. These contests are con­ 
ducted by the poultry club agents and 
seemingly are going to arouse much 
enthusiasm among the club members 
and will be the means of their obtain­ 
ing a most practical course of instruc­ 
tion and the proper methods of han­ 
dling and caring for poultry. 
Girls* and boys’ poultry clubs arc a 
proven instrument of value in the for­ 
ward movement In nation-wide poultry 
culture, not only on account of the 
very satisfactory 
development, 
but 
more especially in the manifest en­ 
thusiasm displayed by the boys and 
Airis.

Determining Chickens' Ages. 
A common way of testing the age 
of dressed poultry, as described by 
home economics specialists of the 
United States department of agricul* 
ture, is to take between thumb and 
finger the end of the breastbone, farth­ 
est from the head, and attempt to bend 
it to one side. In a very young bird, 
such as a “broiler” chicken or a green 
goose, it will be easily bent, like the 
cartilage in the human ear; Jn a bird 
a year or so old it will be brittle, and 
Jn an old bird, tough and hard to bend 
or break. 
Tricky dealers have been known to 
break the end of the breastbone before 
showing the bird, thus rendering the 
test useless.

Gas Made From Straw. 


The production of fuel and lighting 


gas frxjm straw is now made possible 
by a Canadian invention. 
This pro- 


ducer, which is designed for individual 
farm use, offers a practical means for 
utilizing the vast quantities of straw 
that now go to waste on the Western 
plains. 


The gas is made in a retort equipped 


with three cylinders, each of which 
molds a bale of straw seven feet 
long, two feet wide, and six inches 
thick. 


After filling and closing these cham- 


bers, a straw or gas flre is lighted 
under them and allowed to burn 30 
or 40 minutes. One firing with wheat, 
oat, barley, or flax straw in this man- 
ner produces 1,200 cubic feet of gas, 
having fuel value of 400 B. t. u. About 
12,600 cubic feet of gas can usu- 
ally be generated from one ton of 
straw, and in addition six to eight gal- 
lons of tar and 640 pounds of carbon, 
from which lampblack can be ob- 
tained.—Popular 
Mechanics

The splendid de- 
velopment of poultry clubs marks this 
line of work as one of the most im- 
poitant in the poultry office of the 
bureau of animal industry, United 
states department of agriculture. 


Started in Small Way. 


Poultry club work was started in 


Virginia in 1912 with 11 clubs and 130 
members. From this small beginning 
an organization has developed to in- 
clude 11 states with 1,010 clubs in 300 
counties and a membership of about 
15,000 energetic boys and girls. Suc- 
cessful results have encouraged still 
other states through the Smith-Lever 
fund to carry on work of a Similar na- 
ture in co-operation with the bureau 
or animal industry, but this club his- 
tory covers only the states in which 
a poultry specialist assigned to each 
state has supervision of the work, and 
furnishes the subject matter to carry 
it on. ' The organized states are: Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Tennessee, Kentucky, Okla- 
homa, Kansas, Washington, Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island. 
Several 


new states have requested the as- 
sistance of a specialist in their poul- 
try club efforts for the coming year. 


Educational Features. 


Girls and boys are assisted in their 


work by local school teachers, county 
farm agents and county home demon- 
strators. Many of the members live 
in the country, and help in the intro- 
duction of standard-bred stock, im- 
provement of housing and 
feeding 


methods and, marketing conditions. 
Other members who live in to\\ns 
maintain 
backyard poultry plants 


and all aid materially in the produc- 
tion of poultry and eggs. 


Poultry clubs have their educational 


feature and are carried on so that the 
boys and girls have an opportunity to 
learn simple business methods. Club 
members study poultry bulletins fur- ' 
nished by the state and government. ' 
and subject matter prepared by the ' 
specialist. The members write com- 
positions on poultry management as a 
part of their work. 
Each member 


keeps a record, or business accouni. 
showing accurate figures on expendi- 
tures, receipts and profits, number of 
eggs set, number of chickens raised. 
etc. 


Results Obtained. 


During the year 1917 these boy and 


girl 
club members 
hatched 03,273 


chicks, and raised 80,310 matured 
fowls. Over $17,008.25 worth of poul- 
try and eggs for market and breeding 
purposes were sold or consumed at 
home and the total valne of their re- 
ceipts stock on hand, and prizes won 
nmounted .to $41,312.42. In addition to 
the exhibits of fowls and eggs made

In a very young bird, 
such as a "broiler" chicken or a green 
goose, it will be easily bc-nt, like the 
cartilage in the human ear; in a bird 
a year or so old it will be brittle, and 
in an old bird, tough and hard to bond 
or break. 


Tricky dealers have been known to 


break the end of the breastbone before 
showing the bird, thus rendering tbf 
test useless.

Estimate Loss at $3000. 


Fire about S o'clock on Saturday, even- 


ing completely gutted the two-story brick 
dry-house of the Musselman Canning Co., 
plant at Gardners, destroying afeo between 
two and three carloads of material.

breakfast without an effort 
I was 
preaching recently at a church In New­ 
ark, N. J., and after the service a man 
of thirty-four came to me and asked 
why it was that so many Indians had 
thick hair and were not afflicted with 
baldness. 
He remarked that he had 
never seen a baldheaded Indian. This 
man himself was as bald as a billiard 
ball. 
“ ‘I will tell you, my friend,’ I told 
him, ‘it is the truth, although you will 
probably not believe me. When the In­ 
dian goes to bed he at once goes to 
sleep; It-is different with the white 
man, who takes his troubles to bed

The advantage to the busy farmer’s wife in the country community cannot 
be overestimated, says the bulletin. Her work is heaviest in the summer 
when vegetables and fruits must be saved for winter use. The establishment 
of a community drying plant at a consolidated school, country church, or cen­ 
trally-located farm home would offer a great relief from heavy kitchen duties.

Chief Manitoweg (White Wings), an 


Indian evangelist of the Siwash tribe, 
who has been preaching in churches in 
Harlem and in New Jersey, told hia 
auditors of the good health and longev- 
ity of the Indian. 


"The Indian," he said, "who lives in 


his native state on the reservation at- 
tains an age that few member* of the 
white race would believe possible. I 
am aware that my race >s rapidly be- 
coming extinct, but this is because so 
many Indians havs: followed the mode 
of life of the paleface and the soften- 
ing influences of civilization. I have 
a sister who is more than one hundred 
years old, and I know Indians today on 
the reservations who are more than 
one hundred, and whose births are a 
matter of record. I am sixty-nine my- 
self, but my years trouble me not at 
all. 
I once knew an Indian woman ' 


who lived to be one hundred and twen- 
ty-eight years old. 


"I am often asked what is the secret 


of the longevity of these Indians. The 
answer is simple, so long as an Indian 
will live in the open, drink pure water 
only and eat plain food. Many such In- 
dians are at their best physically at 
-the ege of fifty. The Indian at fifty 
still has his hair, his teeth and his 
eyesight, and can run ten miles before 
breakfast without an effort. 
I was 


preaching recently at a church in New- 
ark, N, J., and after the service a man 
of .thirty-four came to me and asked 
why it was that eo many Indians had 
thick hair and were not afflicted with 
baldness. He remarked that he had 
never seen a baldheaded Indian. This 
man himself was as bald as a billiard 
ball. 


" 'I will tell you, my friend,' I told 


him, 'it is the truth, although you will 
probably not believe me. When the In- 
dian goes to bed he at once goes to 
sleep; it-is different with the white 
man, 
who takes his troubles to bed 


with him, and always has something 
on his mind.' "

A simple form, of constitution and by-laws 
has been adopted, and meetings of the club are held monthly or oftener, usu- 
ally at the drying plant, which in this instance is in a room of a church 
building. 


Municipal or government-owned, drying plants have been in successful 


operation in European countries for years. Such plants provide village com- 
munities with a convenient and simple method of drying all sorts of pro- 
duce of the home garden and orchard, as well as the"vegetables and fruits 
shipped to the community, which might ba allowed to go to waste at the stores 
and market places. The drying plant described in the bulletin follows close- 
ly the specifications of a community plant at Lincoln, Neb., and 11 others in 
that general section, all of which were operated successfully during the sum- 
mer and fall of 1917.

The advantage to the busy farmer's wife in the country community cannot 


be overestimated, says the bulletin. Her work is heaviest in the summer 
when vegetables and fruits must be saved for winter use. The establishment 
of a community drying plant at a consolidated school, country church, or cen- 
trally-located farm hoc?e would offer a great relief from heavy kitchen duties.

this time that I have arrived safely. We 
sure did have some trip. The climate 
here is about the same aa at home. In the 
evening it don't get dark until lOo'clock, 
the reason for this is that the time is five 
hours faster here. 


We are quartered in a vallage aboutthe 


size of New Chester; the place is about 
1000 years old and, believe me, it looks 
it.

The people are all old men and 
women, there isn't a man in the village 
under 50 years of age.

The method of de- 
termining such amount, so to be deducted, 
may be prescribed by the General Assem- 
bly.In incurring Indebtedness for any pur- 
pose the city of Philadelphia may issue 
its obligations maturing not later than 
fifty

years from the date thereof, 
with provision for a sinking-fund suffi- 
cient to retire said obligations at matur- 
ity, the payment to such sinking fund to 
be in equal or graded annual or other 
periodical instalments. 
Where any in- 
debtedness shall be or shall havs been in- 
curred by said city of Philadelphia for 
the purpose of the construction or im- 
provements of public works or utilities ot

revenue is to be derived by said city, or 
for the reclamation of land to be used 
in the construction of wharves or docks

A JOiNT RESOLUTION 


An amendment to section one of article 
nine of the Constitution of Pennsylva- 
nia. relating to taxation. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by thf Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen- 
eral Assem'bly met, and it is hereby en- 
acted by the authority of the same. That 
the .following amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania be, and the same is hereby, pro- 
posed, in accordance with the provisions 
of the eighteenth article thereof: — 
That section one of article nine, which 
reads as follows: 
"AH taxes shall be uniform, upon the 
same class of subjects, within the terri- 
torial limits of the authority levying the 
tax, and shall be levied and collected 
under general laws; but the General As- 
sembly may, by general laws, exempt 
from taxation public property used for 
public purposes, actual places of religious 
worship, places ot" burial not used or held 
for private or corporate profit, and insti- 
tutions 
of 
purely 
public charity," be,*- 


amended so as to read as follows: 
All taxes shall be uniform, upon the 
same class of subjects, within the terri- 
torial limits of the authority levying the 
tax, and shall be levied and collected 
under general laws, and the subjects ot 
of taxation may be classified for the pur--» 
pose of levying graded or progressive 
taxes; but the General Assembly may, 
by general laws, exempt from taxation 
public property used for public purposes, 
actual places of religious worship, places 
of burial not used or held for private or 
corporate profit, and institutions of pure- 
ly public charity. 
Section 2. 
Said proposed amendment 
shall be submitted to the qualified elect- 
ors of the State, at the general election 
to be held on Tuesday next following the 
first Monday of November in the year 
nineteen hundred and nineteen, for tho 
purpose of deciding upon tlie approval 
and ratification or the rejection of said 
amendment. Said election shall be open- 
ed, held and closed upon s.iid election , 
day, at the places and within the houra 
at and within which said election Is di- 
rected to be opened, held and closed, and 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
laws of Pennsylvania governing elections. 
and amendments thereto.

ment shall be printed upon the ballots , 
in the form and manner prescribed by 
the election laws of Pennsylvania, and 
shall in all respects conform to the re- 
quirement of such laws.

I decided to hide in the daytime and 
travel only at night. 


Jtot far from the canal I could see a 


lieuvily-wooded piece of ground, and I 
anacle my way there. By this time I 
iiarl discovered that my left ankle had 
•ibeeri strained in my leap from the 
Train, and v, hen I got to the woods I 
was glad to lie down and rest. The 
wound in my mouth had been opened, 
too, when I jumped, and it would have 
keen difficult for me to have swallowed 
lif d not the piece of bread, which was 
tc serve for my breakfast, got wet 
v. nen I swam the canal. I found a safe 
hiding place in which to spend the 
•day and I tried to dry some of my 
•clothes, but a slight drizzling rainfall 
inside that out of the question. I know 
that I ought to sleep, as I planned to 
travel at night, but sore as I was, 
•caked wilh mud and blood, my cloth- 
ing soaked through and my hunger not 
nearly appeased, sleep was out of the 
question. This seemed to me about 
tiio longest day I had ever spent, but 
I was still to learn how long a day can 
really be and how much longer a night. 


When night onme I dragged myself 


together and headed northeast. 


?Jy clothing consisted of my Flying 


•Corps uniform, two shirts, no under- 
wear, leather leggings, heavy shoes, a 
"oevJ pair of wool socks and a German 
•cm . I had a wallet containing sev- 
•erut hundred francs in paper'money 
,nncl various other papers. I also had 
41 jackknife which I had stolen one 
•day before from the properly room" at 
Courtrai, where all tho personal ef- 
fects taken frc-rn prisoners were kept. 
"For a rlay or f.vo I had carried a knap- 
sack, but as I had nothing to carry in 
I! I discarded it. 
- I traveled rapidly, considering my 
^.fTiculMcs, and swam a couple of 
<.:ma"!s that nigbt, covering in nil per- 
haps ion miles before daylight.. Then 
I located ia rome low bushos.' lying 
there nil vV>.y In my *,vet cloihes and 
finishing nsy sausage for food. That 


/«..« tho i'.-!* oC rar rations. 


That night I made perhaps the same 


distance, but became very hungry and 
thirsty before the night was over. 


For the next six days I still figured 


that I was in Germany, and I was liv- 
ing on nothing but cabbage, sugar 
beets and an occasional carrot, always 
ia the raw state just as I got them 
out of the fields. The water I drank 
was often very rank. One night I lay 
in a cabbage patch for an hour lapping 
the dew from the leaves vith my 
tongue! 


During this period I realized that I 


must avoid meeting, anyone at all haz- 
ards. I was in the enemy's country aud 
my uniform would have been a dead 
give-away. 
Anyone v. ho captured me 


or who gave information from which 
my capture resulted might have been 
.sure of a handsome reward. I knew 
that it was necessary for me to make 
progress as fast as possible, but the 
main consideration was to keep out of 
Sight, even if it took me a year to get 
to Holland, which was my objective. 
From my map I estimated that I was 
about thirty-five miles froin Strassburg 
when I made my leap from the train, 
and if I could travel in a straight line 
I had perhaps one hundred and fifty 
miles to travel. As it was, however, 
I was compelled to make many detours, 
and I figured that two hundred and 
i fry miles was nearer the extent of the 
jourcey ahead of me. 


In seve'ral parts of this country I had 


to travel through forests of young pine 
trees about twelve feet high. 
They 


were very close together and looked 
almost as if they had been set out 
They proved to be a serious obstacle 
to me because, I could not see the stars 
through them and I was relying upon 
the heaven to guide me to freedom.

I believed it rained every night and 


day while I was making my way- 
through Germany and Luxembourg. 


My invariable progran at this stage 


of my journey was to travel steadily 
all night until about six in the morn- 
ing, 
when I would commence looking 


around for a place wherein to hide 
during the day. Low bushes or woods 
back from the road, as far as possible 
from the traveled pathway, usually

served me for this purpose. 
Having 


found such a spot I would drop down 
and try to sleep. My overcoat was 
my only covering, and that wat, usu- 
aily soaked through, either from the 
rain or from swimming. 


The only sleep I got during those 


days was from exhaustion, ami it usu- 
ally came to me towards dusk when 
it was time for uie to start again. 


It was a mighty fortunate thing for 


mo that I was not a smoker. Somehow 
I have never used tobacco in any form. 
I was now fully repaid for whatever 
pleasure I had foregone in the past as 
a result of my habits in flint partic- 
ular, because my sufferings would cer- 
tainly have been intensified now if, in 
addition to lack of food and rest. I 
had had to endure a craving for to- 
bacco. 


About the 
sixth 
night T was ?o 


drowsy and exhausted v.'Iwta the time 


came for me to be on the move, that 
I was very much tempted to sleep 


roujfn the night. I knew, however, 


that that would be a bad precedent to 
•stablish and I wouldn't give in. 


I plugged wearily along and about 
II o'clock, after I had covered perhaps 
four milos, I sat down to rest for a 
moment on a shock of brush which 
was -sheltered from the drizzle some- 
what by other shocks which were 
stacked there. It was daylight when 
[ awoke, and I found myself right in 
a German backyard. You can imagine 
that I lost no time in getting out of 
that neighborhood and I made up my 
mind right there and then that I would 
never give away to that "tired feeling" 
again. 


In the daytime, in my hiding place, 


wherever it happened to be, I had 
plenty of opportunity to study my map, 
and before very long I knew it almost 
by heart. Unfortunately, however, it 
did not show all the rivers and canals 
which I encountered, and sometimes it 
fooled me completely. 


It must have been about the ninth 


night that I crossed into Luxembourg, 
but though this principality is officially 
neutral, it offered me no safer a haven 
than Belgium would. The Huns have 
violated the neutrality of both, and dis- 
covery would have been followed by 
the same consequences as capture in 
Germany .proper. 


In tho nine days I had covered per- 


haps seventy-five miles, a.id I was that 
much nearer liberty, but the lack of 
proper food, the constant wearing of 
wet clothes, and the loss of sleep and 
rest had reduced me to a very much 
weakened condition. I doubted very 
much whether I would be able to con- 
tinue, but I plugged along. 


CHAPTER V I I I . 


Nine Days in Luxembourg. 


I was now heading northwest and I 


thought that by keeping that course 
I would get out of Luxembourg and 
into Belgium, where I expected to be 
a little belter off, because the people 
of Luxembourg were practically the 
same as Germans. 


One of the experiences I had in Lux- 


embourg which I shall never forget 
occurred the first day that I spent 
there. I had traveled all night and I 
was feeling very weak. I came to a 
small wood with plenty of low under- 
brush, and picked out a thick clump 
of brushes which was not in line with 
any paths, crawled in and lay down 
to spend the day. 


The sun could just reach me through 


an opening in the trees above and I 
took off all my clothes except my shirt 
and hung them on the bushes to dry 
in the sun. As the sun moved I moved 
the clothes around correspondingly, be- 
cause tired as I was I could take only 
catnaps. 


That afternoon I awoke from one 


of these naps with a start. There were 
voices not a dozen feet from me! My 
first impulse was to jump to my feet 
and sell my life as dearly as I coulu, 
but on second thought I decided to 
look before I leapt. Peeping through 
the underbrush I could just discern two 
men calmly chopping down a tree, and 
conversing as they worked. I thanked 
my lucky stars that I. had not jumped 
up on my first impulse, for I was ap- 
parently quite safe as long as I lay 
where I was. 


It then occurred to me that if the 


tree upon which they were working 
should happen to fall in my direction 
it would crush me to death! It was 
tall enough to reach me and big enough 
to kill me if it lauded in my direction 
and as I could only see the heads of 
the men who were chopping it down, I 
was unable to tell which way they 
planned to have it fall. 


There was this much in my favor; 


the chances of flie tree falling in just 
my direction were not very great aud 
there-was more than an even chance 
that the men would be wise enough to 
fell it so that it would not, because if 
it landed in the brushes the task of 
trimming tho branches from tho trunk 
would be so much harder. 


But even without this feeling of se- 


curity, there was really nothing else I 
could do but wait and see what fate 
had in store for me. I lay there watch- 
ing the top of the tree for more than 
an hour. Time and time again I saw it 
sway and fancied it was coming my 
direction, and ft was all I could do to 
keep my place, but a moment later I 
would hear the crash of the men's 
axes, and I knew that my imagination 
had played me a trick. 


I was musing on the sorry plight I 


was in—weak, nearly starving to death, 
a refugee in a hostile country, and 
waiting patiently to see which way a 
tree was going to fall, v\ hen there 
came a loud crack, and I saw the top 
of the tree sway and fall almost op- 
posite to the piace where I lay! I had 
guessed right. 


Later I heard pome children's voices 


And stya'm peering through the under- 
brush I .saw that they had brought tho 
men their lunch. You can't realize hn»,v 
I felt to sec them eating their luiuh 
so near at hand, and to know that, 
hungry as 1 was, I could have none of 
it. I was getting tempted to go boldly 
up to them arid take a chance of get- 


ng a share, but I did not know 


whether they were Germans or not, and 
I had gone through too much to risk 
my liberty even for food. I swallowed 
my hunger instead. 


Shortly afterwards it began to rain 


and about 4 o'clock the men left, 
I 


crawled out as fast as I could and 
scurried around looking for crumbs, 
but found none, and when darkness 
came I went on my way once more. 


That night I came to a river and as 


it was the first time my clothes had 
been dry in a long time, I thought I 
would try to keep them that way as 
long as possible. 
I accordingly took 


off all my things and made them into 
two bundles, planning to carry one 
load across and then swim back for 
the other. 


The river was quite wide 
1, but I am 9 


fairly good "swimmer and I figured I 
could rest awhile after the first trip 
before going back for the second 
bundle. 


The first swim was uneventful. When 


I'landed on the other side I drank till 
my thirst was quenched and then 
swam back. 
After resting awhile I 


started across a third time, with my 
shoes and several other things firmly 
tied to my head. Just about ten feet 
from the opposite bank one of the 
shoes worked its way loose aud sank 
in about eight feet of water. There 
was nothing to do but finish the trip 
and then go back and dive for the 
missing shoe, as I could not go on i 
with a single shoe. 


Diving in ray weakened condition 


was a considerable strain, but I had to 
have that shoe and I kept at it for 
nearly an hour before I eventually 
found it. and I was pretty nearly all 
in by that time. 


That was the last time I ever took 


i iy shoes off, for my feet were becom- 
ing so swollen that I figured if I took 
ray shoes off I might not be able to get 
them on again. 


This stunt of crossing the river and 


diving for the lost shoe had consumed 
about three hours, and after resting 
some fifteen minutes I went on my way 
again. I had gone nearly a mile when 
I came to another river, about the 
same size as the one I had just crossed. 
I walked along the bank awhile, think- 
ing I might be lucky enough to find a 
boat or a bridge, but after walking 
:'bout half an hour I received one of 
iliose disappointments which "come 
once In a lifetime." I found that this 
j-iver was the one I had just swum! I 
had swum it on the bend and was still 
on the wrong side. Had I made only a 
short detour in the first place I would 
have avoided all the annoyance of the 
past three hours 
and saved my 


.strength and time. 
I was never so 


mad in rny life at myself as I w^is to 
think that I had not paid more atten- 
tion to the course of the- stream be- 
fore I undertook to cross it, but as a 
matter of fact, there was really no 
way of telling. 
The river was not 


shown on the map at all. 


Now I had to cross it, whereas be- 


fore I could have turned it. I walked 
boldly into the water, not bothering'to 
take my clothes off this time, nor did 
I ever bother to take them off after- 
wards when swimming canals and 
rivers. I found it was impossible to 
keep them dry anyway, and so I might 
just as well swim in them and save 
time. 


All the next day I spent in a forest, 


to which my night's travel had brought 
rne about 5 o'clock in the morning. I 
kept on my way through the woods 
until daylight came, and then, thinking 
the place Would afford fairly good con- 
cealment, I concluded to rest until 
night. 


The prospects of even a good sleep 


were dismal, however, for about the 
time the sun's face should have ap- 
peared, a drizzling rain began and I 
gave up my search for a dry spot 
which would serve me as a bed. Some 
of the leaves were beginning to falli 
but of course there was not enough of 
them to form a covering for the 
ground, and the dampness seemed to 
have penetrated everywhere. 


I 
wandered around through tho 


woods for two or three hours looking 
for shelter, but without any success, 
for, although the trees were large, the 
forest was not dense, and there was 
practically no brush or shrubbery. 
Consequently ono could get a fairly 
clear view for some distance, and I 
knew it would be unwise to drop off 
to sleep just any place, or someone 
would surely happen on to me. 


Once I came very near to the onds 


of the woods and hoard voices of men 
driving by in a wagon, but I couldn't 
make out just what they were, and 
instinct told me I had better not come 
out of the woods, so I turned back. 
Hero and there small artificial ditches 
had been dug, which at a dry season 
might have cradled a weary fugitive, 
but now they, too, wore filled wilh 
water. Once I singled out a good big 
Irefi and large branches and thought I 
might climb into it and go to sloop, 
but the longer I looked at it the more 
I realized that it would require more 
energy th.'in I bad ia my present woak 
and exhausted condition, so didn't at- 
tempt that. 


Finally I choso a spot that looked a 


i bit drier than tho rest, concluded to 


take a chaneo on being discovered and 
threw mysolf down for a nap. I was 
extremely nervous, though, throughout 
that whole day, and would scarcely sot 
settled into a comfortable position and 
doze off for a 
few 
minutes when, 


startled by some sound in the woods, I 
would suddenly awake. 


After what seemed like a your or 


moro, night finally came, aud with a 
"dud" sky, low-hanging clouds and still 
more rain. There was not a star in the 
sky, of course, and that made it very 
bad, 
because without the aid of tho 


stars I had absolutely no way of know- 
ing which direction I was going. It 
was just a case of taking a chance, I 
probably would have boon hotter oft if 
I had simply picked out a place and 
stayed there until tho weather im- 
proved, but naturally I was impatient 
to be on my way when each day with- 
out food only lessened my strength at.d 
my ultimate chances of reaching the 
frontier. 


So I loft tho woods and struck off in 


the direction which I thought was 
north. I hadn't boon at all sure of my 
bearings the day before, and as it had 
rained the sun failed entirely to help 
mo out, but I was almost sure I had 
the right direction and trusted to lurk. 
That night I found more rivers, canals 
and swamps than I over found in my 
life before, but I had tho good fortune 
to stumble on to some celery, and after 
my diet of boots it surely was a treat* 
Perhaps it's unnoee^Miry to add thai 1 
took on a good supply of celery and 
for days I went ahuis* chewing celery 
like a cow would a cud. 


Along towards morning, when I sup- 


posed I had gotten in a fairly good lap 
of my journey—perhaps seven or eight 
miles—I began to recognize certain ob- 
jects as familiar landmarks. At least, 
I thought I had scon them before and 
as 1 traveled along I knew positively I 
had seen certain objects very recently. 
Off at my right—not over a quarter of 
a mile—I noticed some fairl y good 
sized woods and thought I would go 
over there to hide that day, because it 
looked as though the sun was going to 
shine and I hoped to get rny clothes 
dry, and perhaps get a decent sleep. 
I had this celery and a large beet, so 
I knew I would be able to live the day 
through. 


Finally I made my way over to the 


woods. It was still too dark in among 
the trees to do much ia the way of 
selecting my quarters for the day and 
I could not go a step farther. 
So I 


waited on the edge of tho forest until 
dawn and then set out to explore the 
place, with a view to finding some nook 
where I might sleep. Imagine my dis- 
gust, and discouragement, too, when an 
hour or so later I came upon the exact 
place where I had spent the day before, 
and I realized that all night long I had 
been circling the very woods I was try- 
ing to get away from. I think perhaps 
I had gone all of a quarter of a mile in 
the right direction, but then had lost 
my bearings entirely, and daylight 
found me with nothing accomplished. 


The sun, however, did corno out that 


day, arid I welcomed its warm rays, 
as they, perhaps, have never been wel- 
comed before. I was very tired—just 
about all in—but I spent a bettor day 
in the woods than the previous one, 


That night the stars came out; I 


located my friend, the North Star, and 
tried to make up for lost time. 
But 


when one is making only seven or eight 
miles a day, or rather a night, one 
night lost means a whole lot, especi- 
ally when each day keeps him from 
freedom. 
Such ill fortune and dis- 


couragements as this were harder to 
endure, I believe, than the actual 
hunger, and the accompanying worry 
naturally reduced my weight. At times 
I was furiously ancry with myself for 
the mistakes I made and tho foolish 
things I did, but I always tried to see 
something funny about the situation, 
whatever it might bo, that relieved 
the strain of habit and helped to pass 
the time away. I think if a man is 
overburdened with a souse of humor 
and wants to g^t rid of it, this trip I 
took would be an excellent remedy 
for it. 
Iliglit at this time I would 


have welcomed anything for a compan- 
ion. 
I believe even a snake would 


have been a Godsend to me. 


"With a namo ax Irish as mine, it is 


only natural that I looked for goats 
along tho way, thinking that I might 
be able to milk tlum. There are very 
few cows in this country, and the op- 
porlunities for milking thorn fewer 
than the cows themselves because they 
are housed in barns adjoining tho 
homos and always alertly watched by 
their fortunate owners. 
I did hope 


that I might Hnd a goat staked out 
some place in the fields, but in all my 
travels I never saw a goat or a pig, 
and only a few cows.

I thought at this time 
that I was suffering about the worst 
hardships any human being could ever 
bo called upon to endure, but I was 
later to find that the best of my jour- 
ney was made along about this time. 
There wore plenty of vegetables, even 
though they wore raw, ami these were 
much better than the things I was 
afterwards compelled to 
eat or.go 


without. 


Wo frequently hear of men who have 


lived for a certain number of days on 
their own resources in the woods just 
on a bet or to prove that the "back- 
to-nature" theory still has the merits 
and will still work. My advice to some 
of those nature seokors is that if in 
tho future they wish to make a real 
good record, try the little countries of- 
Luxembourg and Belgium with a slice 
of Germany thrown in. 


I suppose that during this experi- 


ence of mine I made many mistakes 
and traveled many unnecessary miles

Crawling Through Germany. 
The exact spot at which I made my 
desperate leap I don't know. Perhaps, 
after the war is over, someone oh that 
train will be good enough to tell me 
and then I may go back and look for 
the dent I must have made in the rock 
ballast. 
I have said, I didn’t stop very long 
that morning after I oncc regained my 
senses.

Thereafter, whenever I had any 
swimming to do, I was careful to take

head. In this way I was able to keep 
them dry. 
It was now daylight and I knew that 
it would bo suicidal for me to attempt 
to travel in the daytime. 
My British 
uniform would have been fatal to me. 
1 decided to hide in the daytime and 
travel only at night. 
Not far from the canal I could see a 
lieavily-woodcd piece of ground, and I 
made my way there. By this time I 
had discovered that my left ankle had 
4>een strained in my leap from the 
train» and when I got to the woods I 
was glad to lie down and rest. 
The 
wound in my mouth had been opened, 
too, when I jumped, and it would have 
been difficult for me to have swallowed 
hi d not the piece of bread, which was 
t(* serve for my breakfast, got wet 
lien I swam the canal. I found a safe 
hiding place in which to spend the 
flay and I tried to dry some of my 
clothes, but a slight drizzling rainfall 
made that out of the question. I knew’ 
that I ought to sleep, as I planned to 
travel at night, but sore as I was, 
caked with mud and blood, my cloth­ 
ing soaked through and my hunger not 
nearly appeased, sleep was out of the 
question. This seemed to me about 
the longest day I had ever spent, but 
.1 was still to learn how long a day can 
i eaily be and how much longer a night. 
When night came I dragged myself 
together and headed northeast. 
My clothing consisted of my Flying 
Corps uniform, two shirts, no under* 
^vear, leather leggings, heavy shoes, a 
goo«! pair of wool socks and a German 
•cn*. 
I had a wallet containing sev­ 
eral hunCred francs in paper money 
iind various other papers. 
I also iiad 
4i jackknife which I had stolen one 
•day before from the property room at 
•Courtrai, where all the personal ef­ 
fects taken from prisoners .were kept. 
Vor a day or t*«\o I had earned a knap­ 
sack, but as I had nothing to carry in 
jr I discarded it. 
- I traveled rapidly, considering my 
tnfiiculiies, and swam a couple of 
canals that night, covering in ail per­ 
haps ten wiles before daylight. Then 
I located ia rome low bushes/lying 
there all 
In my wet clothes and 
finishing my sausage for foa4. 
That 
of my ratioas. 


That night I made perhaps the same 
distance, but became very hungry and 
fhirsty before the night was over. 
For the next six days I still figured 
that I was in Germany, and I was liv­ 
ing on nothing but cabbage, sugar 
beets and an occasional carrot, always 
in the raw state Just as I got them 
out of the fields. 
The water I drank 
was often very rank. One night I lay 
in a cabbage patch for an hour lapping 
the dew frQin the leaves with my 
tongue! 
During this period I realized that I 
must avoid meeting, anyone at all haz­ 
ards. I was in the enemy's country and 
my uniform would have been a dead 
give-away. 
Anyone who captured me 
or who gave information from which 
my capture resulted might have been 
.sure of a handsome reward. 
I knew 
that it was necessary for me to make 
progress as fast as possible, but the 
main consideration was to keep out of 
sight, even if it took me a year to get 
to Holland, which was my objective. 
From my map I estimated that I was 
about thirty-five miles from Strassburg 
when I made my leap from the train, 
and if I could travel in a straight line 
I had perhaps one hundred and fifty 
miles to travel. 
As it was, however, 
I was compelled to make many detours, 
and I figured that two hundred and 
ifty miles was nearer the extent of the 
journey ahead of me.

CHAPTER VIII. 


Nine Days in Luxembourg. 
I wa3 now heading northwest and I 
thought that by keeping that course 
I would get out of Luxembourg and 
into Belgium, where I expected to be 
a little better off, because the people 
of Luxembourg were practically the 
same as Germans. 
One of the experiences I had in Lux­ 
embourg which I shall never forget 
occurred the first day that I spent 
there. I had traveled all night and I 
was feeling very weak. 
I came to a 
small wood with plenty of low under­ 
brush, and picked out a thick clump 
of brushes which was not in line with 
any paths, crawled in and lay down 
to spend the day. 
The sun could just reach me through 
an opening in the trees above and I 
took oil all my clothes except my shirt 
and hung them on the bushes to dry 
In the sun. As the sun moved I moved 
the clothes around correspondingly, be­ 
cause tired as I was I could take only 
catnaps. 
That afternoon I awoke from one 
of these naps with a start. There were 
voices not a dozen feet from m e! My 
first impulse was to jump to my feet 
and sell my life as dearly as I coulcf, 
but on second thought I decided to 
look before I leapt. 
Peeping through 
the underbrush I could just discern two 
men calmly chopping down a tree, and 
conversing as they worked. I thanked 
my lucky stars that I. had not jumped 
up on my first impulse, for I was ap­ 
parently quite safe as long as I lay 
where I was. 
It then occurred to me that if the 
tree upon which they were working 
should happen to fall in my direction 
it would crush me to death!

tall enough to reach me and big enough 
to kill me if it landed in my direction 
and as I could only see the heads of 
the men who were chopping it down, I 
was unable to tell which way they 
planned to have it fall.

I lay there watch­ 
ing the top of the tree lor more than 
an hour. Time and time again I saw it 
sway and fancied it was coining my 
direction, and H was ail I could do to 
keep my place, but a moment later I 
would hear the crash of the men’s 
axes, and I knew that my imagination 
had played me a trick. 
I was musing on the sorry plight I 
was in^w eak, nearly starving to death, 
a refugee in a hostile country, and 
waiting patiently to see which way a 
tree was going to fall, when there 
came a loud crac*k# and I saw the top 
of the tree sway and fall almost op­ 
posite to the piace where I la y ! I hud 
guessed rigkt. 
Later I heard some children’s voices 
And o;rain peering through the under­ 
brush I saw that they had brought the 
men their lunch. You can’t realize ho».v 
I felt to sec them eating their lunch 
so near at hand, and to know that, 
hungry as 1 was, I could have none of 
it. | was getting tempted to go boldly 
up to them and take a chance of £yt- 


ting a share, but I did not know 
whether they were Germans or not, and 
I had gone through too much to risk 
my liberty even for food. I swallowed 
my hunger instead. 
Shortly afterwards it began to rain 
and about 4 o’clock the men left, 
I 
crawled out as fast as I could and 
scurried around looking for crumbs, 
but found none, and when darkness 
came I went on my way once more. 
That night I came to a river and as 
it was the first time my clothes had 
been dry in a long time, I thought I 
would try to keep them that way as 
long as possible. 
I accordingly took 
off all my things and made them into 
two bundles, planning to carry one 
load across and then swim back for 
the other. 
The river was quite wide, but I am o 
fairly good swimmer and I figured I 
could rest awhile after the first trip 
before going back for tho second 
bundle. 
The first swim was uneventful. When 
I landed on the other side I drank till 
my thirst was quenched and then 
swam back. 
After resting awhile I 
started across a third time, with my 
shoes and several other things firmly 
tied to my head. Just about ten feet 
from the opposite bank one of the 
shoes worked its way loose and sank 
in about eight feet of water. 
There 
was nothing to do but finish the trip 
and then go back and dive for the 
missing shoe, ns I could not go on 
with a single shoe. 
Diving in my weakened condition 
was a considerable strain, but I had to 
have that shoe and I kept at it for 
nearly an hour before I eventually 
found it, and I was pretty nearly all 
in by that time. 
That was the last time I over took 
i ly shoes ofT, for my feet were becom­ 
ing so swollen that I figured if I took 
my shoes off I might not be able to get 
them on again. 
This stunt of crossing the river and 
diving for the lost shoe had consumed 
about three hours, and after resting 
some fifteen minutes I went on my way 
again. I had gone nearly a mile when 
I came to another river, about the 
same size as the one I had just crossed. 
I walked along the bank awhile, think­ 
ing I might be lucky enough to find a 
boat or a bridge, but after walking 
«•»bout half an hour I received one of 
those disappointments which "coine 
once in a lifetime.” I found that this 
.river was the one I had just sw um ! I 
had swum it on the bend and was still 
on the wrong side. Had I made only a 
short detour in the first place I would 
have avoided all the annoyance of the

hours 
and 
saved 
my 
strength and time. 
I was never so 
mad in my life at myself as I wjis to 
think that I had not paid more atten­ 
tion to the course of the stream be­ 
fore I undertook to cross It, but as a 
matter of fact, there was really no 
way of telling. 
The river was not 
shown on the map at all. 
Now I had to cross it, whereas be­ 
fore I could have turned it. I walked 
boldly into the water, not bothering to 
take my clothes off this time, nor did 
I ever bother to take them oil after­ 
wards when swimming canals and 
rivers. 
I found it was impossible to 
keep them dry anyway, and so I might 
just as well swim in them and save 
time. 
All the next day I spent in a forest, 
to which my night’s travel had brought 
me about 5 o’clock in the morning. I 
kept on my way through wthe woods 
until daylight came, and then, thinking 
the place would afford fairly good con­ 
cealment, I concluded to rest until 
night. 
~ The~prospects of even a good sleep 
were dismal, however, for about the 
time the sun’s face should have ap­ 
peared, a drizzling rain began and I 
gave up my search for a dry spot 
which would serve me as a bed. Some 
of the leaves were beginning to fall* 
but of course there was not enough of 
them to form a covering for the 
ground, and the dampness seemed to 
have penetrated everywlnre, 
I 
wandered 
around through 
the 
woods for two or three hours looking 
for shelter, but without any success, 
for, although the trees were large, the 
forest was not dense, and there was 
practically no brush or shrubbery. 
Consequently one could get a fairly 
clear view for some distance, and I 
knew it would be unwise to drop off 
to sleep just any place, or someone 
would surely happen on to me. 
Once I came very near to the ends 
of the woods and heard voices of men 
driving by in a wagon, but I couldn’t 
make out Just what they wTere, and 
instinct told me I had better not come 
out of the woods, so I turned back. 
Here and there small artificial ditches 
had been dug, which at a dry season 
might have cradled a weary fugitive, 
but now they, too, were filled with 
water. Once I singled put a good big 
tree and large branches and thought I 
might climb i::io it and go to. sleep, 
but the longer I looked at it the more 
I realized that it would require more 
energy than I had in my present weak 
and exhausted condition, ,*>o didn’t at­ 
tempt that. 
Finally I cl;ose a spot that looked a 
bit drier than the rest, concluded to 


take a chance on being discovered and 
threw myself down for a nap. 
I was 
extremely nervous, though, throughout 
that whole day, and would scarcely get 
settled into a comfortable position and 
doze oflf for a 
few 
minutes when, 
startled by some sound In the woods, I 
would suddenly awake. 
After what seemed like a year or 
more, night finally came, and with a 
“dud” sky, low-hanging clouds and still 
more rain. There was not a star in the 
sky, of course, and that made it very 
bad, because without the aid of tlu> 
stars I had absolutely no way of know* 
ing which direction I was going.

was Just a case of taking a chance. I 
probably would have been better off if 
I had simply picked out a place and 
stayed there until the weather im­ 
proved, but naturally I was Impatient 
to be on my way when each day with­ 
out food ouly lessened my strength ai.d 
my ultimate chances of reaching the 
frontier.

for days I wrent along chewing celery 
like a cow would a cud. 
Along towards morning, when I sup­ 
posed I had gotten in a fairly good lap 
of my journey—perhaps seven or eight 
miles—I began to recognize certaiu ob­ 
jects as familiar landmarks. At lea*t, 
I thought I had seen them before and 
as I traveled along I knew positively I 
had seen certain objects very recently. 
OtT at my right—not over a quarter of 
a mile—I noticed some fairl y good 
sized woods and thought I would go 
over there to hide that day, because it 
looked as though the sun was going to 
shine and I hoped to get my clothes 
dry, and perhaps get a decent sleep. 
I had this celery and a large beet, so 
I knew I would be able to live the day 
through. 
Finally I made my way over to the 
woods. It was still too dark in among 
the trees to do much in the w*ay of 
selecting my quarters for the day and 
I could not go a step farther. 
So I 
waited on the edge of tho forest until 
dawn and then set out to explore the 
place, with a view to finding some nook 
where I might sleep. Imagine my dis­ 
gust, and discouragement, too, when an 
hour or so later I came upon the exact 
place where I had spent the day before, 
and I realized that all night long I had 
been circling the very woods I was try­ 
ing to get awfay from. I think perhaps 
I had gone all of a quarter of a mile in 
the right direction, but then had lost 
my bearings entirely, and daylight 
found me with nothing accomplished. 
The sun, however, did come out that 
day, and I welcomed its warm rays, 
as they, perhaps, have never been w’d- 
comed before. I was very tired—Just 
about ail in—but I spent a better day 
in the woods than the previous one, 
That night the stars came out; I 
located my friend, the North Star, and 
tried to make up for lost time. 
But 
when one is making only seven or eight 
miles a day, or rather a night, one 
night lost means a whole lot, especi­ 
ally when each day keeps him from 
freedom. 
Such 111 fortune and dis­ 
couragements as this were harder to 
endure, I believe, than the actual 
hunger, and the accompanying worry 
naturally reduced my weight. At times 
I w'as furiously angry with inyself for 
the mistakes I made and the foolish 
things I did, but I always tried to see 
something funny about the situation, 
whatever it might be, that relieved 
the strain of habit and helped to pass 
the time away. 
I think if a man is 
overburdened with a sense of humor 
and wants to get rid of it, this trip I 
took would bo an excellent remedy 
for it. 
JUght at this time I would 
have welcomed anything for a compan­ 
ion. 
I believe even a snake would 
have been u Godsend to me. 
With a name ns Irish as mine, it is 
only natural that I looked for goats 
along the way, thinking that I might 
be able to milk them. There are very 
few cow%s in this country, and the op­ 
portunities for milking them fewer 
than the cow's themselves because they 
are housed in barns adjoining the 
homes and always alertly watched by 
their fortunate owners. 
I did hope 
that I might Und a goat staked out 
some place in the fields, but in all my 
travels I never saw a goat or a pig, 
and only a few cow's, Several times I 
searched nests for eggs, but somebody 
always had beaten me to it, as I never 
even found so much as a nest egg. 
There was no chance of getting away 
with any “bullying” stuff in Luxem­ 
bourg, I knew, because the young men 
have not been forced into the army 
and are still at home, and as they are 
deddedly pro-German, it would have 
been pretty hard for me to demand 
anything in that part of the country. 
It was not like taking things away 
from old men aad women or robbing 


people that could not stop me If th^y 
chose to do so. I thought at this timo 
that I was suffering about tho worst 
hardships any human being could ever 
be called upon to endure, but I was 
later to find that tho best ot my Jour­ 
ney was made along about this thne. 
There were plenty of vegetables, even 
though they were raw% and these w’ere 
much better than the things I w>as 
afterwards compelled 
to 
cat o r . go 
without. 
We frequently hear of men who have 
lived for a certain number Ox days on 
their own resources in the woods Just 
on a bet or to prove that the “back- 
to-naturc” theory still has the merit* 
and will still work. My advice to some 
of those nature seekers Is that If In 
the future they wish to make a real 
good record, try the little countries of* 
Luxembourg and Belgium with a slice 
of Germany thrown in. 
I suppose that during this experi­ 
ence of mine I made many mistakes 
and traveled many unnecessary miles 
which one with a knowledge of wood­ 
man ship might have avoided and I 
failed to take advantage of 
many 
things which would have been quite

apparent to one who knew, 
It must 
not be forgotten, however, that I did 
not undertake this adventure volun­ 
tarily. 
It was “wished on me.” 
I 
simply had to make the most of the 
knowledge I had. 
At about this time blisters began to 
appear on my 
legs and my 
knees 
swelled. In addition I was pretty w’ell 
convinced that I had lost the sight of 
my left eye. I hadn’t seen a thing out 
of it since my leap from the train. 
When I imagine the villainous ap­ 
pearance I must have presented at this 
time—my unhealed wounds, eighteen 
days’ growth of beard and general 
haggard and unkept visage—I think 
the fear I felt about meeting strangers 
w'as 
perhaps 
unwarranted. 
The 
chances are they would have been in­ 
finitely more scared than I! 
As it w’as, I was nearly out of Lux­ 
embourg before I came face to face 
with anyone. It was about G o’clock lo 
the morning and I was traveling along 
a regular path. 
Just as I was ap­ 
proaching a cross-path, I heard foot­ 
steps coming down it. I stopped short, 
stooped over and pretended to be ad­ 
justing my shoelace, figuring that if 
tho stranger turned into my path he 
would proljably pass right* by me. A9 
luck would have it, he continued on 
his wray and never noticed me at all. 
After that 
I 
frequently noticed 
groups of Luxembourg peasants In 
tin1 distance but I usually saw' them 
first and managed to avoid them. 
On the eighteenth day after my leap 
from the train I crossed into Belgium. 
It had taken me just nine days to get 
through 
Luxembourg—a 
distance 
which a man could ordinarily cover 
in tw'o, but considering the handicap? 
under which I labored I w?as very wfelJ 
satisfied with my progress.
